Simpson , an d City En gin eer McLoon 
visited Ru ssell Hardin g y esterday an d 
was in formed that there is n o site in 
Kan sas City , Kas., that wou ld be ac 
ceptable for the location of the shops 
May or Gilbert said last n ight that 
the levee site on the Missou ri river 
fron t in Kan sas City , Kas., wou ld n ot 
be accepted by the Missou ri Pacific 
officials on accou n t of the dan ger of 
overflow in times of high water.

Hardin g told the committee that i hi 
compan y wou ld n ot con sider an y loca 
lion that is within the district su b­ 
merged by the flood of last Ju n e. 
The committee then su ggested sev­ 
eral other sites to the Missou ri Pa 
ciftc presiden t, 
bu t these were n ot 
acceptable on accou n t of their remote­ 
n ess from track facilities.

mittee offered a site on North Fifth 
•street, in Kan sas City , Kas.. ju st ou t­ 
side the city limits an d su ggested 
an other on the Kan sas City North­ 
western tracks abou t three miles ou t 
of town .
